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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to all independent claims, in 
response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

With regards to independent claims 1 and 9, in response to applicant's argument that Frank et al. fails to expressly disclose differing 
detecting elements of a same detector, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily 
incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of 
the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

In this case, the examiner points to Frank et al. to shown it is known to use differing scintillating materials for differing energies, in this case 
high and low energies. Simple substuion of one known equialent element for another to obtain predictable results is considered routine 
design choice or experimentation. See KSR at 1395 -66. At the least, choosing from a finite number of predicable solutions (2) is obvious to 
try. KSR at 1396. 

With regards to independent claims 18, 41 and 52, in response to applicant's argument that Barnes et al. fails to expressly disclose a planer 
detector comprising two differing materials, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily 
incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of 
the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

In this case, Barnes shows utilizing different semiconductors for different energies and in view of that utility, Barns would have guided one 
skilled in the art to modify Bogatu, since Barnes teaches detecting different energies from the planer detector is known and conventionally 
in the art. Although, Barnes teaches a stacked configuration, this does not change the fact that different semiconductors correlates to 
different detection sensitivities to differing energies and one skill in the art would have understood this as an obvious and/or common sense 
modification that would also apply to a side-by-side configuration, thus the rejection stands. 

With regards to independent claim 29, Bogatu teaches said detector array comprises amorphous silicon [0046], 

With regards to independent claim 35, Bogatu teaches a scintillator [0032].. 
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
